AT HOME.

W.S. Keller, state highway 
engineer of Alabama, one of 
the pioneers in the good road 
movement in the state, organi- 
zer of the state highway de- 
partment and in point of con- 
tinuous service, the oldest 
state highway engineer in the 
United States died at his resi- 
dence, 306 Felder anvenuea 
Wednesday morning at 3’clock, 
following an extended illness. 
His fight for life through the 
long weeks was against heavy 
odds, but it was a fight that 
was waged bravely and with- 
out complaint, until the last. 
He was 51 years of age. 

Mr. Keller was Alabama’s 
first state highway engineer. 
It was under his direction that 
Alabama’s present state high- 
way system was developed. As 
an engineer and as a man and 
citizen, he ranked among the 
highest. His achievement will 
be an inspiration to those who 
have followed him, as it has to 
those who have worked with 
him, and the roads and bridges 
in the building of which his 
was the guiding hand, will be 
a permanent monument to his 
memory.—Montgomery Adver- 
tiser.

Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 14. 
S. A. Merritt, living near the 
Crenshaw county line was shot 
and killed Sunday afternoon 
by his two sons, Furman and 
Marshall Merritt, of Montgom- 
try. 

The two young men, after 
the killing, surrendered at the 
Montgomery county jail claim- 
ing they killed their father in 
self-defense. According a re- 
port filed with Pat McQueen, 
sheriff of Crenshaw county, an 
argument took place in the 
room of Mrs. Merritt, mother 
of the two boys, during which 
promiscuous firing started and 
Mr. Merritt was shot while 
going out the back way of his 
room. His dead body, it was 
stated in the sheriff’s report, 
was found on the back porch 
of the house. 

Another report is that Mr. 
Merritt objected to his two sons 
coming to the house to visit 
their-sick mother, and when 
they: arrived, pulled his pistol 
and started fireing. One of the 
boys, it is said, tried to take 
the pistol away from his father 
and the fatal shot was fired 
during the seuffle, either from 
the father’s pistol or from the 
pistol of one of the boys.

though the cotton in sight now 
is practically what it was a 
year ago. The European mar- 
ket ‘is much stronger than it 
was at that time. 

With the Alabama crop esti- 
mated at a million bales, Prof. 
Dunean says that three cents 
a pound less for it means a loss 
of $15,000,000 directly to the 
cotton growers of the State and 
indirectly to every other busi- 
ness. 

“This loss,’ he says, is not 
due to any statistical or real 
economic condition. It is due 
almost wholly to forcing cotton 
on the market too rapidly- 

“The remedy is cooperative 
marketing, where cotton is 
warehoused, insured, and grad 
ed, and fed to the market as 
the market will consume it.’ 

Through the Farm Bureau 
Cotton Association he said that 
the cotton growers of Alabama 
are making a supreme effort 
to remedy this condition. He 
adds: ‘They are going to win.’ 
And then he appeals to the 
bankers to give it their “un- 
qualified active support not 
only by encouraging it but by 
helping farmers to deliver 
their cotton to the Association.’
